W as on© of the newspaper head ings 
d u ring the war for the Union and we 
shall anticipate that history will re ­ 
peat itself in Cu ba.

portion of the Insu rgents there fight 
ing against Spain for liberty are color­ 
ed troops. 
T he Ninth Regiment of 
United States Cav alry passed throu gh 
Dix on recently and the troops were 
giv en an ov ation all along the line. 
A by stand er with an army bu tton 
said : 
“ These black boy s hav e been fighting 
Ind ians 
ev er since the Civ il W ar. 
W hen they showed u p on the frontier 
the Ind ians called them ‘bu ffaloes,’ in 
d erision, becau se their hair was cu rly . 
Before they got throu gh with the In­ 
d ians the most d esperate band of red ­ 
skins tha t ev er went on the war path 
wou ld break and ru n at the sight of 
them. 
These black fighters can ou t- 
maneu v er, ou trid e, ou tshoot, ou td ev il 
ev en the red d ev ils of the plains. They 
charge with the reins between their 
teeth and a rev olv er in each hand . 
They rid e like cowboy s. 
They shoot 
as fast as machine gu ns with either 
hand . 
W hen they d riv e in the spu rs 
and cha rge home, God help any thing 
in front of them .” 
T he v eteran spoke no more than the 
tru th. 
T he Ninth Cav alry command 
the respect and ad miration of 
the 
whole army , and are in many respects 
the most remarkable troops in the ser­ 
v ice of Uncle Sam. 
Ev ery trooper is 
coal black. 
Ev ery one of these black 
fellows is Si giant in size. 
They hav e 
fou ght all the way from the Mex ican 
bord ers to the Canad ian line. 
Climate 
has no terrors for them. 
The colored 
regiments, the Ninth and Tenth Cav al­ 
ry and the Twenty -fou rth and Twenty - 
fifth Infantry , were first recru ited in 
New Orleans in 1815(5. 
It is conced ed that there cannot be 
su ch a thing as a charge of cav alry en 
masse as in old en times, now tha t rapid 
fire machine gu ns are u sed . Hence the
